He also approved the 
Catlin and Kurtz amendments to the 
anthracite and bituminous mine laws, 
which will allow miners.to enjoy the 
benefits of the compensation laws. 


The compensation acts are seven 


in number and provide an automatic 
schedule for benefits for 
injury or 


death; the principal act Is

tablishing this schedule, 
etc. The 


system is optional with 
employers, 


but it is such that it is believed most 
of them will ad:>yt it. 
The optional 


clause was inserted to be within the 
present constitution. The other acts 
in the series arc as follows:
